These unfortunate children were suffering from either clubbed feet, curved spines, 
tuberculosis of bones and joints, infantile paralysis, bow legs, congenital hip and such 


diseases and deformities that require orthopedic surgery or other methods of correction. 


At present the Torii Oasis is placing its children in the St. Luke’s International 
Hospital in Tokyo. This hospital is the finest in the Far East and under the professional 
and kindly care of Dr. Takeshi Hattori, Orthopedic Surgeon, our children are being 


returned to their homes to enjoy life and become useful citizens. 


This hospital program is being financed by the Shriners in Japan with the 


assistance of their friends.

Twelve-year-old Katsuo Omori stepped down from the train, looked around, smiled, and walked 
over to his mother and friends gathered at the station to greet him. 


This was homecoming for young Katsuo who had been away for 15 months in a Tokyo hospital. 
In August 1962, during a summer festival in Misawa City, T/Sgt. Louis Schriner, 439th Armament 


and Electronics Maintenance Squadron, noticed a small boy limping behind his friends who were playing 
in the street. 


While attending a meeting of the local Misawa Air Base Shrine Club—a world-wide organization 
dedicated to helping unfortunate children—Sgt. Schriner remembered the pathetic attempts of the crippled 
boy to keep up with his playmates and forwarded a suggestion that members help him. 


Although the club members agreed to help the young boy, neither his name nor address were 
known. Eddy Fujimoto—a member attached to the OSI Detachment at Misawa air Base—initiated a 
search for the boy with the assistance of the Misawa City police. * 


The boy was finally located after two months. He was taken to the Misawa Air Base hospital, 
where an examination by American doctors revealed he was suffering from a dislocated hip joint. 

The doctors agreed that almost complete recovery was possible were proper treatment given. 

Members of the Shrine Club urged Katsuo’s mother to permit him to undergo an operation in Tokyo. 

Although the Shriners declared they would pay for all expenses, she did not readily agree as she 
believed the boy could not be cured. 

The mother finally relented and agreed to have Katsuo enter St. Luke’s I 
Tsukiji, Tokyo-to. This was in November 1962. 
and more than one million yen spent, 
he left the hospital. 


The hospital expenses were contributed by Shriners located throughout Japan. Members of the 
Misawa Air Base Shrine Club were particularly happy to see Katsuo as a normal child. CWO James 
Chastin, president of the Misawa Air Base Shrine Club, summed up the feelings of other members 


when he said, “Our efforts were worthwhile. From now on, we want to see Katsuo play to his 
heart’s content.”
